The intention of the govern- 
ment in the first place was to 
limit assistance to owners of 
unpatented lands in certain 
well defined areas afflicted by 
drought. Subsequently the 
government agreed to extend 
assistance also to the owners 
of patented lands in thedrought 
areas, the maximum amount of 
seed to be furnished any one in- 
dividual being fixed at 400 bus- 
hels. Still later the govern- 
ment’s assistance was extended 
to small farmers in any part of 
the three’ provinces who suffer- 
ed from crop failure last year. 
Big Farmers 

It is to be practicularly noted 
that the governments measure 
was not designed to assist the 
owners of patented lands who 
are conducting farming opera- 
tions on a large scale, and that 
these farmers who have 400 
acres and upwards prepared for 
crop, cannot look to the Dom- 
inion government for any’ as- 
sistance beyond the maximum 
of 400 bushels, 

But the point on which the 
most serious misunderstanding 
has arisen is with respect to the 
maximum allowance of seed to 


the small farmer. The impres- 

./it has prevailed that up to a 
limit of 400 bushels all farmers 
owing a quarter or half section 
of land only, would have their 
requirements provided for. 
The rule of the department— 
which it is said has been fol- 
lowed in connection with all 
previous distributions of seed 
by the Dominion government— 
is that seed will be supplied 
only for the amount of acreage 
which the applicant had in crop 
the previous year. This, of 
course, means that when a 
small furmer had 50 acres in 
crop last year and 50 acres in 
summer-fallow, and now has 
100 acres prepared for crop, he 
only receives from the Domin- 
ion government seed for half 
his need,

It is an axiom of good cooking that 
beef should be well hung before be- 
ing sent to the chef, but the owners 
of a certain hind-quarter which was 
exhbited at Smithfield Market re- 
cently have surely gone to rather ex- 
treme lengths in this matter, for they 
have kept it in cold storage for eigh- 
teen years, 

When it was taken “off the ice,” so 
to speak, and looked at by experts 
armed with nothing more formidable 
than magnifying glasses, they unani- 
mously reported that it was still sweet 
and sound, and apparently lacking 
but little in nutritive qualities. A piece 
was cut off and sent to the analysts 
so that they might aséertain’ by 
scientific methods exactly what chem- 
ical changes,,if any, it had under- 
gone.

Canada’s Productive Duty 

“Supposing every farmer in Canada 
were to enlarge his wheat production 
by putting five acres more under crop 
than he fad this year, the total pro- 
duction of wheat in this country would 
be increased by fifty million bushels. 
If each farmer were to sow ten acres 
more wheat, the (increas Marte ite 
doubled. Surely it should be a simple 
matter to get every fener se Canada 
to ‘enlarge his acreage by ‘this smau 
amount. There may be a few who 
could not do it, but this «ck would be 
offset by the work of those who could 
easily add fifty or a hundred acres. 

“The only possible difficulty lies in 
the matter of finance, Some farmers 
may not be able to pay for the labor 
required to cultivate and seed down 
an extra ten acres. The work of a 
national commission and ‘the vatious 
provincial committees should be di- 
rected towards helping these particu- 
lar farmers, The financing of them 
would not be a serious problem nor 
an onerous undertaking. The amount 
of capital involved would be very 
small. 

“This is he problem which is before 
the Canadian people, It is the pressing 
problem. It should be considered seri: 
ously and promptly. In Eastern Can- 
ada the land must be preparec and 
seeded within six weeks. In Western 
Canada the land must be prepared for 
seeding within the same period. There 
is no ume for deiay.” 

The foregoing is from the Canadian 
Courier. In owns and cities cutliva- 
tion of allotted garden plots (in out- 
side subdivisions and vacant lots) 
should next. spring be encouraged 
among families of working men. “Back

DISCOVERS MOUNTAIN, 


Miss Mary L. Jobe Makes Find In 
British Columbia 

A mountain, 11,000 feet high, which 
Miss Mary L.Jobe, explorer-instructor 
in history at Hunter college, New 
York, believes has never been muap- 
ped, was discovered by her in the 
wilds of British Columbia* and a re 
port concerning it will be made to the 
Canadian government and to the Na- 
tional Geographical society. i 

Miss Jobe located the mountain, to 
which she will give a Cree Indian 
name, as about 150 miles north of Mt. 
Robson. The topographieal survey of 
Canada extends to a point only a few 
miles north on Mount Robson. ° 
} Miss Jobe and several companions 
arrived at the foot of the newly-dis- 
covered mountain on Aug. 22, and be- 
gan the ascent in a heavy snowstorm 
After covering six miles tuey were 
forced to return to camp for food. A 
flock of grouse enabled them to pro- 
vision and the ascent wes hegun once 
more. On Aug. 26 they reached with 
in 800 feet of the summit. Here great 
ice caves, with icicles 60 feet in length 
at their mouths, blocked prcgress. 

The trip was Miss Jobe’s seventh 
into the Canadian northwest.

Vegetables as Medicine 

Spinach is rich in fron, and good 
for anaemic Persons, though it should

Sir Edward Clark’s Shorthand

Later, Sir Edward Clarke evolved 
a system of rapid writing that came 
between shorthand and longhand. He

Canada’s Oportunity to Capture Trade 

The trade and commerce depart- 
ment has. issued a comprehensive 
analysis of the trade of Brazil and Ar- 
gentina with a view to showing op- 
portunities which Canada now has of 
capturing some trade of which Ger- 
many has been deprived as a resu.t 
of the war. 

Germany’s total export trade to Ar- 
gentina in 1912 amounted to nearly 
$62,000,000 as compared with about 
$116,000,000 for Great Britain and 
about $2,250,000 from Canada, Brazil 
bought from Germany in 1912 goods 
to the value of $10,000,000 as compar- 
ed with $235,000,000 from Great Brit- 
ain and $3,400,0000 from Canada. The 
opening of Canada in securing mar- 
kets in Argentina and Brazil to re- 
place German goods are many. They | 
include manufactured timber, canned 
goods, paper and wood pulp, manufac 
tures of iron and steel, agricultural ! 
machinery, cement, furniture and pre- 
served fish. 


Wireless Station in New Brunswick 


This war is adding tremendously 
to the value of the wireless system 
of telegraphy. Wires and ocean 
cables can be cut, but the air is still 
free, at least to telegraphers, who are 
able now to build generators capaple 
of carrying messages across the At- 
lantic, no small task since it takes 
300 horsepower force to make sound 
travel that far, ‘ 

The station of the Universa! Radio 
Company is | Newcastle, N.B., 
a place to be talked about. Its seven 
towers are in full view from the 
railway station—in fact they are on a 
sixty acre lot of land adjoining the 
railway property. The highest tow- 
er, 500 feet, is in the centre, built of 
steel, and it is surrounded by six 
towers of wood, each 300 feet high 
They make a _ striking appearance. 
The power house is of concrete blocks 
and has two electric generators 
driven by oil engines of 250 horse 
power each, built in Italy. The oil 
will be received through pipes from a 
tank car leading to a tank in the en- 
gine room. The operating building is 
also of concrete, and is for the use of 
aa? 4 operators, 

The whole plant is complete and 
the finishing touches are being rush- 
ed night and day on a similar plant 
in Ireland. Another is built in San 
Francisco. Already messages have 
been sent by wireless between the 
stations at Newcastle and San Fran- 
cisco, 3,250 miles. 

The messages from Ireland can, un- 
der this system, be received at a 
rate of 150 words per minute. They 
will be sent over a leased wire from 
Newcastle to Fredericton, and from 
there will go over the C.P.R. wires to 
Montreal, which will be the chief dis- 
tributing point, Newcastle, however, 
being the head office for Canada,

cojditions upon the Canadian cotton 
industry has resulted in the resump- 
tion of full working time in the ten 
mills of the Dominion Textile Co., 
Limited. During the eight months 
prior to the commencement of the 
war in Europe the 7,000 employees of 
this company were working on an 
average only 70 per cent. of full time, 
Since the outbreak of hostilities they 
have been working full time and it the 
present demand for Canadian cotton 
continues, as is likely to be the case, 
overtime and double shifts in certain 
departments will be necessary. 

The operation at full capacity of the 
ten mills of the Dominion Textile Co., 
Limited, will mean the placing in cir- 
culat.on annually of upwards of $16, 
000,000. Most of this large amount of 
money w''' be spent in Canada—in 
wages, inf” ght and cartage, in coal, 
oil and other factory supplies and in 
the isany other items that enter into 
the cost of the finished product. As 
the ten mills of the company are scat- 
tered from Kingston to Halifax the 
benefits accruing from the circulation 
of the large amount of money will ove 
spread over a wide area.
